affirme, or deſend. If ſuch curioſity and 
carefulneſſe be neceſſarily obſerved, in ou 
communication with men, whoſe breait 
is in thcir noſtrils : how much more ob 
ſervant and caicfull ought we tobe, wher 
we addreſſe our ſelves to ſpca'e unto the 
Majeſty of the immortall God? To intrude 
abrupcly into the preſence of this grea 
God, and ina iviſcdly to ſpeake unto him 
bccommeth not a Petitioner, but bewray 
eth an unſanRificd, and an unpreparce 
heart: rather tempting and diſhenour 
ing, than glorifying of the name e 
God. 

And therefore before wee preſume te 
preſent our petitions to God, in hope to 
be he ard, we muſt prepare our ſelves, no 
in our outward geſture only, in elo- 
quence” of words and Phariſaicall out. 
ward holinciſe : but in rightly ordering 
and Ciſpoſng the affections of the innei 
man : which, if they be ſet on carnall, or 
earilily van ties, if our hearts deliglit in 
the fruits of the flrſh, and the unprofitai.l 
works of darhn:e : (though our words be 
never ſo good oi themſelves )we may {care 
me reward of Ananias and Sap ra his wite, 
whobrought a part of their ſu flence (hy- 
pocritically concealing the reſt) and laid 
Eat part at the Apojiles feet, So if wee 
| ccni. 
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come unto God, giving him good words, 
keeping back our hearts to ſerve our 
owne carnall and prophane appetites: 
Shall we think thit God will be content 
with the leafes of our good words, when 
wee gire the fruits of our hearts to the 
world ? will God take ſuch hyfocrites by 
the hands > Wee muſt know that unleſſe 
we can truly and unfainedly caſt off our 
carrall thoughts, corrupt deſires, and ſinſull 
affeflions, it cannot be that God, who o- 
veth holines and truth in the inward affeflions, 
can look upon us as upon his children, who 
ſpeake unto him, as to a Father, with coun 
terfeit words, proceeding ftom un ancti- 
hed hearts. When wee come therefore 
unto God in prayer, wee muſt depart from 
all iniquity, knowing that hee heareth not 
ſinners, ſuch as the promiſts of God can- 
not win to obedience, nor his threats en- 
force to forſate their ſinnes; who yer will 
adventure to ruſh raſhly into the pre- 
ſencc ot God in a formall kinde of prays 
ing with the lips, without any premedita- 
tion, preparation, or reformation of the 
heart at all. The ſe offer words for deeds: 
leafes for fruits: Wolves for Lamꝭs; and all 
manner, halt, lame, blind, and blemiſnhed 
ſacrifices, and yet would ſeeme holy. And 
lo, in ſtead of a bleſſing, procure a curſe 
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unto themſelves, for their hypocriſie, 


Wee mult conſider that Gol is a Jeaos! 


God, and h laeth none gviltleſſe (hit tuhets 
lis name in vainc, as they maniceſtly doe, 
t hat come necre hin wit the'r lips, when 


the;rhearts are farre from him. It is a ł ind 
of ſpirituall adultery, ourwaraly to ſeeme 


wholly to be Gods, and yer in vardly to be 
mcere werldlings. Befote we open cur! 
mouthes theretorc, to God, we muſt caſt 
our of the T.mple of God (which is out 
heart) all huyers and ſellers, as Chriſ did out 
of the Tempe of leruſalem: for as long as 
our licarts doe harbour the defires of 
worldly profits, and carnall pleaſutes, a- 


bout the ſincetꝭ ſervice of God, our heart 
the Temple of the living God, becom- 


meth a den ot Thee ves, that ſteales away 
all our godly affections, to ſettle them on 
Belial. Let us look unto the man Chriſt le. 
ſus cruci ed, by whole blood we are redee- 
med, by whoſ- mediation we are ſure to 
have our prayers heard of God, and gran- 
ted; cſ»>xcially, if for our furcher and 


more p: rfect pr. — — wee can truly! 
obſer ve the rule of Chriſt to forgive our e· 


nimies, knowing that if we /org.ve nat our 
brother that offendeih us, God ill not [orgive 
us that far more ercivouſl; offcad him. And

ſome that cone unto God with moſt pie-

Let ſuch caſt out the bond woman 
with her ſon, namely, tle old man, the works 
and lufts of the fleſh : and ge entertainc- 
ment unto the free woman aud her ſor, the 
nem man, which after God is created unto righ.

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Eing thus prepared, let us ende avout 


Do yeeld due and true Attention in out 


Prayers; that is, to give heed to what we 


pray, and with what zeale wee pray: 
which are the trueſt tokens, and greateſt} 


arguments, that our prayers are lively, 
powerfull , effeduall, and of faith; 
which properties can never bee in lip-/a- 
tour: for there cannot be a more appa- 
rant diſcovery of a rank Hypoc ite, than 


to make - outward ſhewes of D:vorien. 
with the geſture and lips, and yer the 


heart to be buſied in the cogitation of 
idle, and carth:y, and prophane things. 
And nothing more Jiſcovercth an idle 
heart outwardly, than the wandering of 
the eye in time of Divine Prayer: for it 
is p obable, and often ſeuad by experi- 
ence, that the eye withdraweth the heart: 
and if the eye be iuconſſant, the prayer 
hath not, nor can have the due Attention 
of the heart: yet it doth hot follow, that 
although the eye te fixed on any cer- 
taine object, or be ſhut. that cherefcre the 
heart is rightly ſer on God : ſor often- 
times the eye ſollowes the heart, the co« 
gitation of the heart mak ing the eye to 
forget 
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forget its objet: as when the heart is 
wandring inthe fields of Corne, viewing 
the herds of Catt 1], and flocks of Sheep, 
when it is in the Ware-heuſe, in the 
Shop, in the Cheſt, m nding bonds and 
payments, overcome with pride, plotting 
revenge, opprefſed wit? fcare, beſotted 
wich pleaſure, mangled with cares, or 
otherwiſe perverted by any prophane 
and ungodly cogitatioas ; Prayers mace 
with ſuch an, extravagant heart, be they 
in words never ſo holy, they are impurcd 
unto us as ſinne: for, thall wee think, 
that God will he«re our pravers, to our. 
profit or com ſort, when the thoughts and 
imag nations of our hea:cs in the meane 
time diſhonour him? M-ny pray in their 
owne fawil'ar 1:npuage, and yet conſider 
no more what they ſpeak (for want of At- 
tention ) than if they ſpeak in an unknown 
tongue : and yer ſuch men will hold 
themlelves very devout, and to have 
power in themſelves to pray when rhey 
Iſt: as if true prazer were of that fa- 
cility and caſe, to utter, as is an idle tale, 
and as it ſee nes by Beggers, that tumble 
out the Lords Prayer with one breath ar a 
doore, and yet minde nothing but their 
almes. Such men are to bce pitied, and 
to be wiſhed better to adviſe then ſe ves, 
B 4 beſore 
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before they attempt this ſervice of God 
moſt holy; for Prayer is not an ealie'yor';, 
it is of a deeper ſtraine than a tale, that is 
but from the tongue to the teeth, ſiom 


the teeth to the lips, and ſo into tlie ay re. 
Pure Prayer is cordiall, and of that force 


and efficacy, as it conſtraineth the heart 
to ſighes, groanes and teares, with ſuch in- 
ward fervenc of holy zeale, as tenters the 
heart with ſuch internall gripes, as may 
be truly ſaid the renting of the heart, Ard 
the more wee fecle our hear s thus in- 
wardly. ſharpely touched: ſo much the 
more comfort it yeeldeth to the ſoule of 
the faichſull Petitioner: yea, ſuch, and fo 
great conlolation, as he that feeles it, can- 
not expreſſe it with his tongue, be he ne- 
verſo eloquent; neither can any conceive 
or apprehend the ſweetneſſe of it, that is 
not exer.ilcd & experienced in the ſame; 
for nature apprchendeth it not. No #1. 
can ſoy that Ieſus is Chrift, but by the hol! 
Ghoſt , and none can defire the Spirit of 
God, but by the Spirit of Gd. Fleſh and 
Mood canrot fo much as deſire (piritua!l 
tings ſpiritually ; for ſpiritual things are to 
be compared with ſpirituall things, and ſpiri« 
tua'l gifts are obtainea by ſþirituallmeanes: 
And therefore are words without the Syi- 
ir as naked and bare incenſe without fire: 
but 
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but being inkindled in the heart and ſan» 
Rifted by the holy S irit of God, who is 
promiſed to aſſiſt our ſpirits, they arc as 
a buely and acceptable ſacyifice to God, wor- 
king ſo powerfully with him duough 
Chriſis mediation, as they never returne 
empiy of whatſoever bleſſing wee deſire. 
Prayer can never bee cffectuall, unleſſe 
there be ſome certaine ſpiricuall 0:32 of 
the minde, to move the Attc#tion of the 
heart, which object is God : and we muſt 
conſider, that when we pray unto him, or 
yeeld him any other worſhip, that we are 
not to conceive him in the forme of any 
earthly or heavenly, bodily or fpiritua)l 
creatu:e what'oever: for in that manner, 
not to conctive him, is a degree of conceivi g 
him antg'\t, according to Maftey Periins. God 
muſt be conceived of us in our Pravers, 
as ſubſiſt ing in the whole three perſons, 
the Father, the don, and the Hol / Ghoſt. The 


Vinty in Tricity, and Trin'ty in V nity, is 


ro be worſhippee; retaining in mind the 
diſtinction and order of ali th: three Per- 


Vins, without ſevering or ſundring them; 


for as they are conjoyned in nature, lo are 
they to be conjoyned in wori! ip. And 
therefore, he that prayeth unto God the 
Father, for the forgivenes of his ſins, muſt 
aske it of him, for the merits of the Son,

and he that prayeth for che remiſſion of 
finnesro God the Sonne, muſt pray that he 
would procure the Father, to grant him 
pardon, and to aſſure it by F-15 Spirit, Hee 
allo that pra; eth for the ſame to God the 
Holy Ghoſt, muſt pray that he would aſ- 
ſure unto him rhe remiſſion of his ſinnes, 
from the Father, for, and by the merits of 
his Sonne. Thus muſt wee apprehend the 
Trinity in our prayers: ſo ſhall we avoyd 
that idolatrous conceiving of him imbra- 
ced of ſome, who cannot pray unleſſe they 
have the figure of a humane Creature, 
to repreſent unto their bodily e yes the 
ſhape of God the Father in likeneſſ of 
an old man, and a Crucifix figuring Chriſt 
ſuffering on the Croſſe, and the Holy 
Ghoſiby a Dove; whoſe wor ſh ip cannot be 
reputed ſpiri:uall, but carnall; and their 

ray ers, not heavenly, but prophane, 
— is a ſpirituall action, proper only 
to the children of God, who are Saints by 
calling, fanflified in Chriſt. And they, and 
none other, truly call upon the name of the 
Lord leſus : prophane perſons pray not, 
though they ſecme to pray. But moſt 
happy is that man that commeth unto

The 
hope of Hypocrites, indeed, ſhall periſh, and 
their pra, ers vaniſh as the ſmoak : becauſe 
they wait upon lying vanities, and deſire car- 
vall pleaſures, and worldly profits. But the 
Lord will ſurely fulfill the deſires of tem that 
feare him, becauſe their prayers tend to the 
ſerting forth of Gods glory, to the good of 
the church, to the remiſſion of their on 
ſins, and other mens, to the obtaining of 
Gods graces, to the increaſe of the under. 
ſtand ng of heavenly things, that they may 
walke beſore God, and be upright, that they 
may do tbe worke,and bring forth the fruits of

laction to the cobetoug. Ard howlecver 
it increaſe. al! their thankfulncs ts ſwal 
lowed up in their cyeſts , oz caſt upon 
their fields, given to their wits, to that 
Irt, oz dzowned tn their vanitſec,the 
back and belly habe their condtane gra 
lieations of the moſt and they are moſt 
beholding to ſome, who reſt as much

Reade and conſider, yee rich and poore. 


JE is a ſtange temptation unto a 


man, When hee finveth himſelke ſtill 
afflicted 
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afflited, notwitl ſtanding bee ſeeketh 
helpe continually at the hands of God, 
and the moꝛe when hee ſeeth that (uch 
as neither ſerve God noz feare God, 
ſuch as are wanton and Wicked, and 
hordeued in ſin, to pꝛeſper and to flou⸗ 
riſh in this lite, and to have all things 
that thetr bearts can deute. 

David beholding this, began a little to 
ſtagger aud was readp to give ever his 
godip beginning, and to end with the 
wicked: and as long as he tœke no bet- 
ter regard, but onelp ag naturali wifc= 
dome led him, hee commended thetr e⸗ 
ſtates, becauſe thep were rich and wan⸗ 
ted nothing, thep were healtbfall and 
luſt p, and their gods did increaſe, Which 
Woꝛldlings bold true happmeſſe. 
But when David conſidered their 
greatneſle, as it was Diſcovered unto 
him by the light oftrue Enowledge, he 
then altered his conteit ot theſe men. ond 
renounced their twates, and hated then 
Wozks, and avoided their companp, and 
betokechimſe ife to pꝛaper, as the thing 
whereby he ſhould pe baile better, than 
with ail the wealth the Wozid could 
peel him. 

Ind ſarelp the pzeſent time affozdeth 
unto us that now 1tbe, no leſſe cauſe of 


vignant 
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bigitant regard, that wee be not carried 


away with the wozid , whole giozy is 
imizaced , whoſe power is pzactiſed, 
whole policp is pzeferred , and whole 


happiue ſſe is had in greateſt eſteeme:in- 


ſomuch as whoſo is pe, 93 heipleſſe, 
01 diſtrelled endangered in the wozid,bp 
wozidiings is cenſared a caſt awap, a 
tepꝛobate, a man fozſaken of God. 

It is not vertue, of godly life, noz in⸗ 
ward zeale, noz anp god qualitp oc the 
ſpirit, that hath anp favonr in 3 wozld: 
but the rich, e gloztous, & men of coun⸗ 
tenante, and of power, and of office,and 


ok gap attire , they be accounted Gods 
favourites. Fs foz ſuch as are ragged, 
they are not regarded; ſuch as are baſe 


in ſhew,are accounted baſe tn deed, Do 
that Gods chtidzen have the leaſt ſhare 
of the woꝛlds liberalicp; and the impu- 
dent and hameleſſe, and wicked, and 
wozſt men, are they tha: poſſeſſe and u 
lurpe the earth, and earthly glozy. 
But alaſſe, ſhozt and ſlipperp is this 
glozious ſhem of theirs: thep are as 
Cedarg , that ober-ſhadow the low 
Buches foz a while, but they ſhall be as 
Stubble in the Furnace, when the Axe 
is vut tothe rotes. Thep are alſo as 
debouring ſhee Beares, and as raging 
Lyons : 
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L pons:but the time commeth, wherein 
the Lozd will ſmitechcm upon their 
jawbones, and wih pull out the teeth of 
thele mercileſſe wzetches. Thep have 
ſet thernſcives in glozy, but God ſhall 
turne it to ſhame: thep habe kaſtned 
their faoting,as they thinke. ne ber to be 
moved: but the Lozd Will make their 
ſtanding unſure, and their waics lip: 
perp, and their daics ſhozt , and theit 
end hozrible. And howfoe ver thep now 
make boaſt of their ewn hearts wicked? 
nefle, andthongh they ſeeme to contend 
with God, and ſubdue his members and 
make no reckoning of his Saints, and 
thinke there is no God: God will ſin e 
them out, and will rebuke them With 
a perpetuall rebuke, and put cut their 
name foꝛ ever not onelp out ofthe earth. 
Which thep hold their Heaven, but eben 
ont of Headben, and his Beke ot life, 
duo pet are tommended and eſteemed, 
and advanced. and re verenced but theſe 
men, ot leaſt merit: Dnelpthetr riches, 
and their bzibes, and their flatterp, win 
them dignity, and pꝛeferment, and hos

Surely this actozid map be tompa⸗ 
red to the Pie of z eiheſda into Which 
what diſeaſed perſon Rept firſt, was 
healed, but the ſtrongeſt and beſt 1im- 
med, and hee that had beſt helpes , dad 
altoatcs the benefit of the healing: and 
now in this paddle of woꝛldly paxtiali⸗ 
tp, not the firft that commeth is pꝛeker⸗ 
= nozthe moſt fit, but the moſt libe rall 
iber. 

But there ia a Judge that ſitteth and 
ſeth, how the Clozids wealthy Onts 
make others wealthy, not foz Woꝛzthi⸗ 
nes, but koz gaine. 

&hat ſtriwing and ſtragling, and 
wozking, and inventing and wearing, 
and paines⸗ taking is there about the 
Philolophers ſtone : Many a man 
hath beene long hammering, and hagzar= 


ding gods, and lands, and liberty, and 
| le; and ſome pawne ſoule and all, to 


have this ſtrange meane to make him- 

ſeife a great man, and a rich man, and a 
wiſe man, and a cunning man, and a 
man to be admtred at foz his rare skill, 
ind — hidden — 
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and whtlc he ſought this fone of wiſe: 
dome, hee became a fle & a begger, and 
a laughing locke to them that become 
the Þilerto ſex his ambition and follp. 
But hadſt thou this ſtone that could 
tranſmute Malverns Hilsto pure geld, 
and all the earth into uber, and couldeſt 
make thy ſelfe pong agatne, and luſty 


and ſtrong agatne , and haddeſt what 


thou couldſt wiſh here in this life: what 
were this unto thee ;? thou wert pet but 
a wozidlp wile man, a Wwozidlp rich 
man, a carnall man. Ent the Phtloſo: 
phers ſtone in deed thou haſt not found, 
Which is, to feare God, and totmbzace 
his woꝛd and to be content with a com⸗ 
petent eſtate: and thercfoze as impolli. 
ble foʒ thes to go to bea ben, as a Camell, 
to goe thoꝛom a Needles epe: But tuſh, 


thou wilt ſap, Abraham was rich, Lot 


Was rich, Job was rich, and Salomon 
was rich: and yet thep were in Gods 
favour,and Gods elected Ones. 

True it is, they were bleſſed of God 
in their Biches, becauſe thep knew 
God and belee bed his pꝛomiſeg: They 
held not their wealth, but as meanes 
to relicue tdemſelues and others: but 
thou holdeſt thy wealth, to get vaine- 
glozp by them. They were bountifnil 
and liberall where nerd required, — 

' A 
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had not the deſire of Money, as then 
that haſt never enough, and wilt depart 


; fron none: that by raptne and wong, 


and oppzeſſion, and bzibery, and nne 
inricheſt thy ſelfr. They uled thetr 
wealtb, as though they uſcdit not, in 
reſpect of themſelves, but to doe good to 
Gods Childzen by it. 

Who can but tmagine, that if the 
Dhtloſophers ſtone were to be contri- 


bed oz compounded of the powder of

poze mens hearts, and of the blood of 
their crone ſonles, would not there be 
ſome ot thele ſtones compoled by mer 
tileſſe men, that hate to be rekozmed, 
and by all their crueitics, datly pzacti- 
ſed, that ctther there ts not a God to 
tecompence their Wtckednelle, oz elle 
that God ſecth not, noz confidereth their 


oppꝛeſſion and wzong ? 


Theſe men yet pꝛolper in the Wozld, 
and ſap that theſe things are theirs : 
theſe things are Gods bleflings 3; theſe 
things are to be diſpoſed after their 
owne hearts luſts, in bantty and pztde, 
in wantonneſſe and un: but to relie be 
the neceſlitp of the pcze, they have no 
Will: the Woꝛds of wozldlingg war= 
rant them, that they may doe with their 
owne what they lift. 

But the Mozd of God crpeth wo? 
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to the rich, many moze to the hard⸗ 
heartcd and faſt⸗ handed rich May, be⸗ 
caule there is no love in him, oz mercy, 
oz compaſſion in him: the poze is odi⸗ 
ous unto him, and the need oz diſtrefſcy 
mans cry he cannot heare, 

But God ſhall heare theſe afflicers 
of pooze men, hee fhall finde ont their 
hidden mucke, and appꝛobe them lpers 
that ſap unto the poze, J habe not fo; 
pou; yea, God ſhall veare them, «afflict 
them: even he that raigneth of eld, ſhall 
caſt them dewne, though thep long flat- 
ter themſelves in their pꝛoſperitp, and 
ſap, Wee will preyaile ; who is Lord 
over us ? 

Let no Childe of God therefoze re⸗ 
pine againſt theſe cviil men, that have 
the wozld at will, Who are ſo fat, and ſo 
well liking, as thep hold themſelbes in 
moſt happy caſe. Let them alone, their 
dap is comming, and their confuſion 
commeth : they” ſhall be cut downe like 
Gaaſle, and wither as the green Herbe, 
and at laſt be caſt into the unquenchable 
Furnace. 

The L 03d laugheth them to ſcozne, 
while thep langh the pcoze to ſcozne, 
and the Loꝛd out of Heaventhundercth 
terrour unto them, While they wozke

IF have ſen the wicked ſtrong (ſaith 
David) and ſpzeading himſelfe, like a 
greene Bay tre: but he withered, oz he 
was piuckedup, and being plucked up, 
he is caſt into the fire. Dothat,let theſe 
men of power, that oppꝛeſle and pitp 
net the pee, thinke What a god iy ſhew 
they make in the Streetes, in the 
Church, and in the Markets, and ſeats 
of Judgement: how wonderkull they

Do 
thou goeſt to thy grave in feare, and the 
Wozmes pzep upon the, as thou didſt 
on the poze: fog as thou piece meal didſt 
rob the p@ze by extoztion and bꝛiberp, ſo 
Will the wozmes by little and little de⸗ 
boure that pꝛoud carkaſſe, that now ag 
to an Idoll, men are fozted to crouch, 
znd bow themſelves unto, 

Maſt thou any thing rightly to boaſt 
vf, O thou fooliſh man, that eſte meſt 
the moze of thy \:ifefoz thy wealth and 
great glozp, being the verp incanes to 
take thee proud, and thy pztde to 
make thee deſpiſe thy Wzethzen, and 
conſequently God, that made thee and 
them: Were it not better foz thee to 
tecome a Zacheus, to teſtoze all thou 
haſt wzongfully and finifterlp gotten, 
and of thy gods well gotten to atbe 
halte to the pe, that thou mapeſt 
ſap, and be ſatd to be rich in god 
things, 


rom 
koz⸗ 
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| things, becauſe thou doeſt god? But 


to bee rich and heoꝛd it up, to be rich 
aud doe no god, is a badge of a man 
that ſhail never enjop the Ringdome of 
God. 

Mere it not better to weope here, that 
wee map rejopce hereafter, then to re⸗ 
ſopce here, and howie koz eber? But 
weepe, and howle, and lament, and be⸗ 
walle pour ſei ves, pe rich men, that haue 


ns remoꝛſe toz the pames and boꝛrour, 


and anguiſh, and tozments endleſſe ſhall 
be pour rtward, ik pe repent not, and re⸗ 
fozme pour e vill waics, 

We no moꝛe liiffe-necked ; no cove= 
tous and diſdainefall, but uberall, and 
humble e bcipfuli to the pcople of God, 
that God in his mercy may make you 


rich in knowledge of good things, rich in 


pꝛactice and richin godlp zeale. 

And be not grie ved, though by this 
alteration pou become poze: fox a meſſe 
of portage to one fearing God, is better 
than ali the riches of the wicked 

Ve is not pe, who loveth God : fox 
Gedloveth him, and in his {ove is lite, 
und i:bertp,and livelp relteſe. 

But wholo keateth not God, have 
hee never ſo great abundan ce, is a Beg- 
ger, a Caſt awap, and a Repzobate 
from the jopes of Heaven: the leaſt of 

D 4 which 
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Which cann t be purchaſed with mill: 
eng of Kingdomes: the leaſt of them ig 
moze wozth then all pour gold and ul: 
ver, and lands, and poſſeſcons, and offi 
tes, and honour, and what elſe the whole 
Woꝛld which deceiveth pou, can affoꝛd. 
The booke of God is full of terrible and 
ſharpe thzeats againſt mercileſſe rich 
men: and many woes the Lozd (that lo⸗ 
veth the lowlp)pzonounceth againſt the 
pꝛoud. And what a judgement is it that 
their thꝛeats are ſhut up, that they can: 
not conſider their end, to be as the Ore 
that is fattened foz the ſlaughter, who 
delighteth in the deepe feedings, while 
the Butcher determineth his death: as 
the covetons, and wanton, and wicked 
ones, take pleaſure in their vanities, 
while their death and deftrucion com- 
meth without redemption. 

But it theſe men will not heare, no; 
conceive,noz conſider the perill of their 
eſtate: if they Will not, while the Loꝛd 
map befound, ſeke to returne, that they 
map be laved, their judgement, and de⸗ 
ſtructon, and repzobation will be the 
moꝛze juſt.

ſecure eſtate here, diſcerne the things of 


God: hee carmot diſtinguith betweene, 
Woe be unto you rich, becanſe you have 
your conſulation here; Ind, Bleſſed are 
the poore, for they ſhall receive com- 
fort. Thele things are not ſo heard. noz 
ſo regarded of Ulozidlings, as might 
bzing them to a true and {ively con⸗

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bleſſing pꝛondunced: that there is fire 
and water ſet befoze them, aud life, 
and dea:h offered them. Wut as Chil: 
dzen that habe no moze diſcretion 
than Moſes being an infant, who re⸗ 
fu{d a Crowne, and tooke burning 
coales, doe rcjc> the better things 
ag dzoſſe, and embzace the wo ſt as 
moze deare and pzetious : and therc⸗ 
foze pzeferre their Oxen, and their 
Fatmes, and their heapes of tran⸗ 
Atozp vanities, bekoꝛe the [werte ban: 
quet of a contented eſtate. And lo 
karre they are from the true con: 
cett of Gods purpoſe in pumſhing 
man, that they cenſure croſſes that 
light upon other men, as curſes, and 
the glozie, and riches, and mucke, 
and pelfe of their owne, to bc gt- 
ven them, becauſe thep, and none 
eiſe are bleſſed 3 wherebp manp
